The Sabas sy Polish summary, 
for example, is entirely uneat ief actor y ; there is perhaps a 10$ duplication

The Chairman stated that in accord with the feeling of the majority 
FDD should continue for the present with the current program. Mea nwh i le 
all agencies and &® should request the Embassy press sumaries and study 
them to deter mi ne precisely where they are satisfactory and where unsatis- 
factory, than FDD would proceed to bring specific proposals to the Subcommittee 
for changes country by country.

5* Mr. Bauer queried whether this was as appropriate time to request 
additional personnel for exploitation. The informative publications of 
Bulgaria, Poland, and Czodtoslovakia are so extensive that all requirements 
can never be met without additional personnel. Additional information is 
badly needed and this wealth of it should be tapped. / 

The Chairman stated that he had hoped that the Subcommittee would review 
all of the field and learn precisely what additional work must be done in 
order to cover the important Information now being lost. In this way we can 
crystallise the exact points on which we can make specific recommendations . 

We can include in our calculations any work now being done which can be 
eliminated; for eg&i&ple, how would the members feel about discontinuing all 
Wo rk on Western Europe? 

The initial reaction ms that it probably could be done. Mr. Bauer 
felt that work could probably be discontinued on ©recce, Turkey, and Iran. 
However, all members felt they would have to study this at greater length* 

6. The Chairman stated that he had had a request for meetings on a 
monthly schedule in lieu of the present bi-weekly meetings end queried the 
members as to how they felt about the period of the meetings. The majority 
preferred to remain on a two weeks schedule until the entire program had 
been reviewed. 

7. The agenda for the next meeting will be the review of the Southeast 
Asia program. 

8. The meeting adjourned at 1530 hours. The next meeting will be 
held on Friday, 29 April.
